She parked to go into the Saddle Shop which is 
located on the east side of Main St. 

While she was in this parking place she noticed a white 
compact car, make and license number not known, drive up 
behind her. Two white males, described as being in their 
late teens or early twenties, both 5' 10-11", 150-160 lbs., 
the passenger having light brown sandy hair hanging over his 
face, got out of the white compact car.
